Moses G. Waters, Despondent 
Because She Married An- 
other, Commits Suicide.

CONCEALED HER 








NAME 


Foster Mother—Declares He 
Was Never Same After 
Sweetheart Married. 





For 10 months Moses. G. Waters, 23 
years old, brooded over the marriage of 
his sweetheart, a wealthy Kansas City 
girl, to another man. It was his first 
love affair, and it was his last. 

Clasping the photograph of the gir: 
who had jilted him, he shot himself,.in 
his roem at 5054A Delmar boulevard, Sat 
urday night, and @ed 24 hours later in 
the City Hospital. While his mind was 
clear he refused te tell what drove him 
to suicide, but in delirium he muttered: 
‘Tell her I still leve her.” 

Waters’ parents were dead,.and untii 
he came to St. Leuis two years ago he 
lived in Kansas City with his foster 
mether, Mrs. Nina Muster, who -now 
lives in Martinsburg, Mo. Mrs. Muster 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter over the 
leng-distance telephene Monday morn. 
ing: 

Expected to Marry Girl, 

“The leve affair undeubtedly cauged 
the boy to shoot himself.’ The Kansus 
1 Need girl had been his sweetheart for, 
‘Ss, and he “expected te marry 
5 fem 

‘? do not know that they quarreled. 
Last November, however, the girl mar- 
ried another man, and my boy was 
never the same afterwards. He worried 
se much that he even ceased writing to 
me, although I begged him to send me 
a line occasionally toe let me know how 
he was getting along. 

“I do not care to tell the name of 
che young woman. She was a friend of 
rane, and I do not think she is to 
blame.”’ 

In Waters’ room was found a letter 
from Mrs. Muster, saying: 

“You are breaking my heart. I have 
not long to live. Why don’t you write 
to me, if 1@ is only a line, and tell 
me what you are worrying about?’’ 

Friends siy that after the girl Waters 
ioveG married his rival the couple came 
to St. Louis cn their honeymoon trip, 
and that the bride telephonéd to Waters. 
He met her at a dowrtown hotel, they 
say, and was introduced te her husbaid. 
He seemed downcast afterward, and ap- 
peared to be brooding constantly. 

Waters was employed as a city sales- 
man for the Spalding Stationery Co., 
824 Olive street. He occupied a secend- 
story front room at the Delmar boule- 
vard ‘address, a lodging house conduct- 
ed by Mrs. A. Koehler. 

His fellow lodgers had noticed that the 
girl’s photograph always was in a prom- 
inent place in his room. Usually it was 
on his dresser. He never told any of 
them who the girl was, but they often 
had remarked that he “thought a lot of 
her.”’ 

Saturday night, without a word of ex- 
planation to any of his friends, young 
Waters went to his room, lay down on 
the bed and shot himself through the 
abdomen with a revolver. 

Mrs. Koehler heard the shot and 
found Waters unconscious on the bed. 
She called Dr. James Buchanan of 721 
North King’s highway and Dr. C. 
Scott of 5100 Raymond avenue, who 
gave temporary treatment. Then Wa- 
ters was thken to the City Hospital 
by Policeman Monrotus of the Forest 
Park Station. 


Concealed Girl’s Name. 


When Waters was revived at the 
City Hospital he was told that his 
condition was critical and was asked 
to make a statement. He steadfastly 
refused to tell the name of the girl 
or to tell wny he had shot himself. 

“I had been drinking, and was part- 
ly under the influence of liquor when 
I did it,” was his only comment. 

Just before Waters died he asked that 
his sisters, Mrs. C. E. Shane and Miss 
Kate Waters, both of Junction City, 
Kan., be notified. Miss Waters reached 
St. Louis Monday to take charge of the 
bedy. Coroner Lioyd expects her to ap- 
pear at the inquest. 

The Coroner’s inquest into Waters’ 
death will be held Tuesday. Besides the 
mute evidence offered by the photo-

URGES LOCAL REFORM 
'f Legislatures Gan’t Be Trust- 
ed, Change Should Be 
There, He Says. 








SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 14.—Secretary 
of Spate Root, in a speech at the open- 
ing of the Republican State Convention 
today, declared that the Democratic 
plans for popular election of United 
States senators and for increase of the 
power of the Federal Government over 
corporations, mean the weakening of the 
states and revolution. 

Secretary Root made the sensational 
speech two years ago, declaring that 
states were losing their powers through 
non-use, which has ever’ since been 
quoted by Democratic speakers against 
the Republican party. 

Wants State Reform, 

His address today was a review of the 
work of the Republican party in the 
national Government. Of the sugges- 
tion to amend the Constitution to en- 
able popular election of United Siates 
senators he said, in part: 

“The proposed amendment is simply to 
enable the people of each State to escape 
from the performance of the duty of 
electing a Legislature that can be trust- 
ed. 

“Are we to assume that our State 
legislatures must necessarily and for all 
time be unfit to represent the people of 
the State? If so, what becomes of the 
government of the State? Is that with 
all its multitude of important duties to 
be left unfit? 

“Tf any State Legislature cannot now 
be trusted, the true reform would seem 
to be in-the direction of selecting the 
Legislature. 

“If any Legislature under the Consti- 
tution does not choose a Senator who 
properly represents the people of the 
State, it is because the people of the 
State have failed in their duty in the 
selection of their Legislature. Let them 
perform their duty under the Constitu- 
tion as it fs, rather than clamor for an 
amendment to,the Constitution to enable 
them to escape that duty.” 

Sees Dwarfing of States. 

Of Mr. Bryan’s plan for Federal li- 
censés for corporations, he said: 

“Mr. Bryan, while\inscribing the na 
of Thomas Jefferson upon his standard, 
seriously proposes that the Federal Gov- 
ernment shall not merely regulate the 
operations of railroads which are en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, but shall 
acquire and own and operate itself all 
the great railroads of the country. 

‘Add to that Mr. Bryan’s proposal 
that no great interstate business shall 
be transacted—and all great business is 
interstate business—without the permis- 
sion of the Federal Government evi- 
denced by a license; and you cannot fail 
to realize that he is prepared to see the 
State dwarfed inte insignificance and 
the farmer, the miner, the manufactur- 
er, the merchant, all individual enter- 
prise, not merely subject to Government 
restraint against wrong doing, but de- 
pendent. upon the Government, and upon 
a centralized Government at Washing- 
ton for their very existence. That is 
not reform; it is revolution.”’

Fxcursionists Returning From 
Chicago to Indianapolis 
in Collision. 





CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Two persons 
were killed and more than thirty-five 
were more or less seriously injured on 
the Lake Soher Railroad early today 
near Chesterton, Ind., when an excur- 
sion train which had left Chicago was 
overtaken by another in a dense fog.

Many Members Who Favor 
Bryan Neglected to Attend 
the Meeting. 





Owen Miller, president of the Ceritral 
Trades and Labor Union, disgussing the 
action of the Socialists in stampeding 
that body at Sunday's meeting, said 
Monday that the result would have been 
different had it not been for the hot 
weather and the baseball game. 

The action of the meeting in rejecting 
a resolution which would in effect have 
been an indorsement of Bryan was a 
surprise to President Miller, who is a 
strong Bryan man and is president of 
the Workingiman’s Bryan Club. 

A substitute resolution mildly con- 
demning Taft and refusing to indorse 
either the Democratic or the Republi- 
can party was adopted. 

“Foolish and Buncombe,” Says Miller. 
“It was foolish and it was all bun- 
icombe,” said Mr. Miller to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘It does not repre- 
sent the sense of the Central’ Trades 
and Labor Union. 

; “Two weeks ago, after the report 
of the Executive Council of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor had been re- 
ceived setting forth the treatment which 
had been accorded to the labor interests 
by both of the great parties, a special 
committee of threc was appointed to 
@raw up a resolution setting forth the 
views of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union as to the injunction planks and 
other issues affecting the welfare of 
workingmen. 

“This committee yesterday submitted 
a splendid report. Otto Kaemmerer of 
the Garment Workers’ Union, a So- 
cialist, offered a substitute resolution 
which I declared to be out of order. 
He appealed from my decision and I 
was overruled. 

“The last clause in ¢his substitute is 
where the buncombe and the tommy- 
rot comes in. It is foolish. It is intend- 
ed only for effect. The by-laws of the 
Central Trades and Labor U™~ion specifi- 
eally forbid the indorsement of any po- 
litical party or any candidate.”

“That being the case, the resolution 
pushed through by the Socialists means 
nothing. Its only result will be to en-

But the great advantage in the bill, lies in 
the opportunity it offers to obtain cheap gas. 
If it should prove impracticable to pipe natural 
gas to St. Louis—there is no reason to believe 
the plan impracticable—or if the natural gas 
supply is inadequate, then under the terms of 
the franchise the company cannot sell manu- 
factured gas for niore than 60 cents, a cut of 
40 per cent in the present price of gas. If the 
city, through this bill, should get artificial gas 
at 60 cents it would be a tremendous gain. The 
moment competition is assured under the bill the 
price of gas will be cut. 

If the bill did not promise effective competi- 
tion there would be no opposition to it on the 
part of the Laclede Gas Light Co. or on the 
part of the House of Delegates combine. Most 
of the objections to the bill are designed to 
throw dust in the eyes of the public. The real 
objection is that it promises cheap gas. 

The situation emphasizes the fact that 
with the present membership and organiza- 
tion of the House the people of St. Louis are 
at the mercy of the public ulility monopolies. 
The juggling of the House with the public 
utility commission Dill is of a piece with 
the “hold wup’’ of the cheap gas bill. It is 
in the interest of monopoly.

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THE TURKISH REVOLUTION. 

The Turkish revolution which converted an ab- 
solute not to say arbitrary despotism into a con- 
stitutional monarchy was accomplishd without 
bloodshed. 

It is an extraordinary story of political sense 
appesring among a people who have had no po- 
litical experience. The Congtantinople news 
published in the Sunday Post-Dispatch gives 
a detailed account of the movement. The 
interesting feature is the peaceable characte: 
of a radical alteration of the governmental sy3- 
tem. Where we had been led to expect brutality 
and senseless violence, there was an easy transi- 
tion involving no violence and no loss of life, 
except a few spies shot in due course of military 
law. The movement was started in Macedonia 
by * couple of officers, Young Turks, as the mem- 
bers of the progrgssive party are called, who 
telegraphed their demands to the Sultan and 
obialped the grant of a constitution without fur- 
ther ado. 

The Turks have the well earned, well deserved 
reputation of a barbarous, even a savage people. 
The elemental passions have not been subdued tc 
the dominion of reason and humanity. And their 
history ever since they first appeared as a force 
to’ be reckoned with is stained red with blood. 
War has been massacre, and massacre has been 
the means of exhibiting their religious devotion. 
‘They have been without a sense of measure, with- 
out moderation, self restraint or prudence. But 
among this people occurs the revolution which 
puts the French to shame, teaches the English 
lessons in evolutionary politics and falsifies all 
the fervid theories whieh prompt the atrocious 
aceassinations of the nihilists and anarchists in 
all countries. Yet more strange is the evident 
satisfaction, even joy, of the Sultan himself and 
many of his supporters. They join in the frolic 
with gusto and seem to be glad to lay down an 
authority supported by bayonets and a@ corps o! 
well drilled spies. 

In our Constantinople story, however, there Is 
some evidence that the revolution is the resu't 
of long and careful preparation. The Young Turk: 








have been busy for years teaching the people, ad- 





vising them, and explaining the principles of 
freedom. The Turkish women who are supposed 
to be kept under lock and key have evident’y 
heen thinking and @tudying diligently, since they 
constituted a factor in the turnover not second 
in importance to that of the men. And the sud- 
cen rush of foreign capital to Constantinople go2s 
to show that shrewd men of business had a han‘ 
in the work to provide an opportunity for the 
characteristic modern development. The pressure 
cf capital seeking investment finds a field in a 
country hitherto shunned because of universal 
and incorrigible insecufity. It was a combination 
of skill, talent, good sense and patriotism drawn 
from all parties and interests. We may call it 
a conspiracy if we like, but it was a conspiracy, 
not cf murder, but of, peace, freedom and order. 
The Turks appear to have rid themselves of 
the sense of bondage. And bondage in fact dis- 
appears. The Sultan, who was a slave of his own 
despotism, is now sleeping peacefully in the pal- 
ace where for years he has been the slave of fear. 
™he peasant in the cottage is free from apprehea- 
sion from the bandits, because the bandits are 
themrelves free to live an honest life and are 
2mong the most eager bidders for a share in 
benefits of the new order. It is a new birth of 
freecom, and order will follow. There may oe 
Cisi)rbances now and then, but when the Turks 
ret used to the blessings of freedom they will 
find ro attraction in the bloody pleasures of dia- 
order and massacre.

Then the seconds separated them, and Matthews wrote a formal apology 
for the insolent charges he had made against his enemy. Thus ended the first 
duel. 

Matthews, however, spread broadcast a garbled version of the affair and 
continued to slander Sheridan and Betty. This led to a second duel. 
The two men fought again with swords. Both weapons broke at the first 
attack. The duellists grappled, falling to the ground. together and hacking 
at each other with the broken fragments of their swords. Much blood was 
spilled, although the wounds were mere scratches. Still the duel was 
enough out of the ordinary run of such encounters to set all England to talk- 

‘tng. In a day Sheridan found himself famous. 

When Betty heard Sheridan was wounded she shrieked: ‘‘My husband! 
Oh, my husband!’ and fainted. (Fainting was quite a fashionable accom- 
plishment among young ladies of the eighteenth century).

If such had been the In- — 
tent, clearly “Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's wife” would have read, “Thou 
shalt not covet thy nelghbor’s consort,” or some like comprehensive term. 
Besides, spon the fallacious assuyaption noted, the deliberate failure to forbid 
the coveting of husbands implies positi ve permission to do so, thus creating & 
distinction which would be most unfair. , Further proof of the fact that “thou” 
refers exclusively to the head of the fa mily is hardly required. It follows nec-

essarily that none of the other Comman dments, in which no distinction tn a oe 


spect to sex appear, such as “Thou shall not steal,” applies to women 
since none was addressed to them but all were directed exclusively to the mén, 
who are held, and are of course today, strictly speaking, accountable under our 
fundamental! religious law for the earthly conduct and heavenly prospects. of 


their wives. The fact that mén*have im posed restrictions upon women during o ; 


the ages of their contro! since the De calogue was promulgated is wholly im- 


material, and need be considered only in a diplomatic, not at all in a moral, 
sense.

Priest Advices Personal Petitions. 

He did not offer prayer relating to rain 
during the service, but requested every 
member of the congreg tion to make 
personal petitions. 

Complaint of the drouth is being made 
by farmers on both sides of the river, 
and by all persons who live where regu- 
lar street sprinkling is not provided. 

The drouth in St. ‘Louis and vicinity 
had its beginning in scarcity of rain late 


month was 4.24 inches, slightly abeve the 
normal. 


Last Good Rain, Aug. 6. 

During August the rainfall was 1.55 
inches, a deficiency of 1.11 frem the 
normal. 

The only thorough rain during August 
was on the sixth of the month, when 
$2 of an inch fell. 

The latest rain, only recording .03 of 
an inch, fell Aug. 2%. Since that time 
the drouth has been uninterrupted. 

There was a drouth in June and July, 
1906, which did not reach the stage of 
public prayer, but which worried farm- 
ers considerably. The two menths of 
deficient rainfall were fellowed by an 
August in which the rain exceeded the 
normal, 

In 1901, when drouth and long, con- 
tinued heat combined to destroy crops 
and life, the rainfall record was: July, 
1:47; August, .76; September, .64. The 
normal rainfall for each of these months 
exceeds 8 inches. 

Gevernor Set Day of Prayer. 

Gov. Dockery issued a proclamation 
July 15, 1901, setting forth that “‘many 
earnest Christian people’ had asked 
that a day of prayer for rain be set, 
and that he, accordingly, set the fol- 
lowing Sunday, July 21, as such a day. 

The request was observed in most of 
the churches throughout, the State. 
Some ministers declined to comply with 
the request, holding that the people 
were being punished for their sins, or 
that the dreuth was the result of waste- 
ful destruction of the forests. 

The prayers were not followed by any 
nédiate relief, as the lack of mois- 
ture continued through August and Sep- 
tember. 

The present drouth was first officially 
noted in the National Weather Bureau’s 
report of a week ago. This said that 
“drouth conditions are becoming severe” 
in the Upper Mississippi Valley. The 
time which has passed since has only 
emphasized the serieusness of the con- 
ditions. 


BATHS AND BEER SCARCE BY 
REASON OF LONG DRY SPELL 


Drouth in Western Pennsylvania Is 
Assuming Alarming 


Proportions. 

PITTSBURG, Sept. 14—A drouth of 
six weeks which is estimated, is caus- 
ing a loss of $500,000 a day in the 30,000 
square miles surrounding Pittsburg, has 
resulted not only in a water shortage, 
but a beer famine. There is not enough 
water to manufacture beer. 

Wells have gone dry for the first 
time in 20 years. Farmers are feeding 
their growing crops to cattle in the sun- 
baked pastures and the water wagon is 
being sent to the fields to Keep milk 
cows alive. 

In parts of Western Pennsylvania, 
Eastern Ohio and West Virginia pray- 
ers for rain have been offered in the 
churches for three weeks. Many towns 
are at the mercy of forest fires. At the 
Jacktown fair last week drinking water 
was sold for 10 cents a gallon. 

At the Morganza Reform School the 
1100 children have been denied.a bath 
for two weeks and the Board of Health 
is in a quandary. In many towns the 
authorities have forbidden using the 
bath tub oftener than once a week. 
Coal and coke mines have been stopped 
from hauling water from creeks for 
fear none will be left even to drink.
